Mrs. Ada Seidel Breinig has re- 
turned here this winter to take per- 
sonal supervision of the dancing gar- 
den Tokio, which is more beautiful 
than ever. Mrs. Breinig has been Hv- 
ing at Rockford, Ill; while Mr. Breinig 
has been stationed at Camp Sheridan. 
He will be there the greater part of 
the winter and is engaged іп building 


a new dancing garden across from 
Marigold gardens, which will be the 
handsomest in Chicago. Mrs. Breinig, 


therefore, will put into practice all 
the new ideas she has accumulated 
regarding a refined dancing place, with 
artistic surroundings, good, music, ex- 
cellent floor and splendid supervision. 
Tokio opened last fall as a venture, 
to determine if Terre Haute would 
support a dance hall which would 
cater only to the best deportment and 
conducted оп high-class lines.

They must be of good character and 
deportment or they cannot dance there, 
for we do not care to conduct any 
other sort of a place, and if the dance 
is to be uplifted, as the dancing mas- 
ters at their recent convention agreed, 
it must be by consistent effort along 
the right lines, and no laxity. 

“Dancing has taken a different turn 
the last two years. The war placed a

Tripping the Nght fan- 
tastic became so popular that everyone 
had to learn all over again to dance 
with the soldiers, especially wherever 
there was an encampment, and, besides, 
people are beginning to realize that it 
is artistic and that it develops grace.

Offer Made fo Purchase K. of P. Building— 


E PROPOSITION looking to the sale of the 
А Knights of Pythias building and adjoining lot 

at Eighth and Walnut streets was made to 
the joint board of trustees of Occidental Lodge No. 
18 and Oriental Lodge No. 81, owners of the property, 
at the regular meeting Monday night. No priee was 
fixed as an offer for the property, and the name of 
the prospective purchaser was not divulged, but the 
trustees wer? asked to fix a sale price. 

The matter will be presented to the two lodges, 
and the trustees will be instructed as to what action 
to take with reference to the sale of the property. 
The offer is said to be bona fide, but no inkling has 
been given az to the identity of the prospective pur- 
chaser. 


The K. of P. building was erected in 1907 by the 
two lodges, which for many years had occupied the 
rooms on the third floor of the Beach block. Paul 
Revere Lodge, the youngest in the city, and the larg- 
est, as well 2s the largest in the state, did not join 
with the other two lodges in the erection of the build- 
ing. The building cost about $45,000, and such is the 
prescnt price of labor and material that competent 
architects have said that the building could not be 
duplicated ncw for less than $100,000. 

If the present effort to purchase the property is 
successful, ıt would leave the two older lodges with- 
out а permanent home, and would make possible the 
joining of the three lodges in the erection of а 
Pythian Temple that would be even more of a credit 
to the city than the present one. It is likely that the 
name of the proposed purchaser may be divulged 
the first of the coming week. The action of the two 
lodges is expected to bring matters to a focus, as the 
members would not agree to dispose of the property 
without some information as to whom they were 
selling.

Oskar Duenweg, premicr dancing 
master, has sold out his business, after 
forty years of continuous service іп! 
guiding all Terre Haute through the 
intricate steps of terpsichorean ari, | 
and is going to take a deserved rest. 
Tuesday he closed a deal, which turned: 
over his hall, equipment and estab- 
lished business and good will to Mr. 
James Marlatt of Danville, Hl, who 
will come with his family, a wife and 
two boys, to make Terre Haute their 
home. 

"Why am I seling?” ‘said Mr. 
Duenweg, with a merry little twinkle 
in his eye, “well, I want to sée what 
it will be like to have freedom on 
winter evenings to go skating or | 
sleigh riding, if I like. Do you know 
that for forty years, rain or shine, I 
have never missed a class night, have 
never disappointed my classes, if I had 
iliness, I managed to have it іп the 
summer," laughed he, "but I was al- 
ways on hand and 1 am proud of it, 
‘Lam just as agile, as pliable and-active 
as ever. I actually fet] in better shape 
for teaching this fall than in many 
wears, but I belleve that this is the 
Jogical time to quit, to leave when 
folks will say, what is he quitting for?
